Response to Amendment 



1 . This action is in response to the amendment mailed October 27, 2003. 
Claim 1 was amended and claims 5-10 were cancelled rendering claims 1-4 and 11-17 
pending in this case. Examiner regrets indicating claims 7, 10-13 and 15-17 as being 
objected and claim 18 being allowable in the previous office action sent September 25, 
2003. Upon further consideration, these claims are rejected under WO 94/04622 A1. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 11-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by WO 94/04622 A1 (WO '622). 

WO '622 discloses a fibrous paper (page 9, lines 19-27) that is thermally stable 
up to at least 600°C (page 2, lines 10-18 and page 13, lines 5-6) where the invention 
uses PBO (page 2, lines 19-20) and depicts the structural formula I as in instant claim 1 
(page 4, Figures a-b). WO '622 discloses the paper substrate is a honeycomb material, 
as per instant claim 16 (page 7, lines 5-10) where phosphoric acid (pH modifier) is

retained as a transition metal (page 8, lines 12-20). WO '622 discloses the paper 
comprises water (page 9, lines 20-27) and a binder (page 7, lines 25-35).
